commercial surplus. As between people who 
are hungry because they cannot get wheat and 
pigs which are being fed on a cheaper and more 
suitable dict, pigs get the preference in the 
wisdom of the international wheat commission. 

And likely enough, if their subjects let them, 
some governments will accept and act upon this 
porcine advice from their wheat “brain trust”. 
There is not after all much difference in folly 
between compelling farmers to grow less wheat 
and sprouting wheat so that it cannot be used 
for human food. 

Both are means to the same end—the end 
of curtailing wheat in order to avoid having 
to “curtail” the tariff barriers and other trade 
restrictions which have been built up to prevent 
wheat being grown where it can be grown 
economically and exchanged for the products of 
other countries which could better employ their 
resources, time and people in producing other 
things. 

If as a result of the proposed pig-feed policy 
people have to go hungry because they cannot 
get wheat, that will be just too bad for the 
people. The tariff-mad governments apparently 
have nothing better to offer. 


From Geneva comes news that a group of 
Indian fugitives have taken refuge in Tokio 
and are there issuing a magazine urging that 
the British be turned out of India, presumably 
with Japanese assistance. Before they get too 
enthusiastic the propagandists should go over 
to Korea and ask the people of that country 
what they think of Japanese rule. The inform- 
ation might modify their notions of the desir- 
ability of throwing off the mild “yoke” of 
Britain and taking chances of faring worse. 


Forty Years Ago 


From the Files of the Edmonton Bulletin 


Although the existence of platinum in the 
Saskatchewan has been known ever since the 
gold in the river was discovered no effort has 
been made either at mining it systematically 
or at finding out the extent to which it ex- 
isted. In earlier days, when gold was traded 
for goods instead if being sold for cash as at 
present, and when every trader was his own 
expert, it was considered quite sharp practice 
to mix as much platinum in the gold amalgam 
as possible on the principle that as the platinum 
hed more and was worth less than gold 
the deal was profitable to the winner. In these 
days the chance of working off platinum for 
gold has faded, and it is very seldom attempted. 
At present pla is worth more than gold, 
and is steadily rising in price on account of the 
demand for it for electrical purposes and from 
the fact that no new sources of supply have 
been discovered. Under these circumstances 
it is well worth considering if the mining of 
platinum on the Saskatchewan might not be 
made as profitable as that of gold or even more 
profitable. The platinum is found in the black 
sand of gravel bars in conjunction with gold. 
It is in fine particles like gold, but being a 
heavier metal its distribution is not exactly the 
same. A bar that is rich in gold many not be 
rich in platinum, and a bar may be rich in plat- 
inum and have very little gold. Very little at- 
tention would be paid to such a bar by a gold 
miner and consequently the extent and value 
of the platinum deposits remain entirely un- 
known or uessed at.

To the landsman, there's a comic opera ele- 
ment in the episode from the bleak Cape Breton 
coast, where a rumship skipper is said to have 
kidnapped four stalwart Mounties, put on his 
vessel as a prize crew. If the story is as charg- 
these are kidnappers who needn't fear 
lynching. Many of the most thrilling pages of 
British history are those which tell how prize 
erews have been overcome and vessels re- 
captured.

The fate of the four small fishing craft and 
the five fishermen who perished off the west 
coast of Vancouver Island is a reminder that 
these men take terrible risks in pursuit of the 
harvest of the sea. The west coast is the open 
Pacific, whose rollers break on a reef strewn 
shore. Few of these trollers can afford Diesel 
engines in their boats, but trust themselves to 
gasoline engines. 

A gasoline engine is a useful power in fine 
weather, but when a sea gets up, it only needs 


a little spray to short-circuit the ignition, or -| 


a spark of dirt and scale from the fuel tank to 
get caught under the needle valve of the car- 
bureter, to kill the engine. These chaps know 
the risks they run. I recall once being at the 
wheel of a small fishing boat in su@h a plight, 
where a loss of steerage way would have meant 
quick disaster. The engine was only kept run- 
ning by squirting gas into the air intake, till we 
got into the Jee of an island. A modern Charles 
Kingsley with a dash of Kipling in him might 
write another “Three fishers went sailing out 
into the west’, around the exploits of these 
chaps who trust their lives to small craft and 
the uncertain whims of a gas engine. 


Fishermen, like newspapermen, are victims | 


of themselves. Some deep-seated lure holds 
them to their work despite long hours and un- 
certain rewards. Some of the skippers of the 
Sea trawlers make more money than 
brass-bound skippers of great liners, but the 
Pacific coast seiners and trawlers, gill-netters 
and deep line fishermen make no large incomes. 
There were crews of seiners this year who had 
less than $20 apiece to take for their “lay” after 
three months of daylight to darkness work in 
the sockeye salmon season (after paying for 
their food bills). 

There's a joyful stirring of primitive in- 
stincts in most men when they get a fish on the 
end of a line. It’s multiplied when a skilful 
cast of a 600 fathom seine, brings hundreds of 
silvery beauties within reach of the brailer. 
The old timers tell of getting as many as 25,000 
salmon in one cast of the seine, though they're 
satisfied with one per cent of that now. I've 
heard of men making $600 apiece in a good 
week. That's the devil-lure that leads them on. 
They're all gamblers at heart, even when they 
belong to the Seventh Day Adventists and carry 
a New Testament in their hip pockets instead 
of a flask. They even gamble with their lives.

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The chairman of the Chicago Crime Com- 
mission, Frank J. Loesch, is advocating that 
gambling houses should be allowed to run “wide 
open”. He thinks it would be a help in crime 
suppression. You must give some consideration 
to the views of a crime expert from Chicago. 
He ought to know what he is talking about. 

Mr. Loesch argues that all criminals are 
gamblers by instinct, that at its worst gambling 
is only a misdemeanor, but with gambling pro- 
hibited and operated by crooks paying pro- 
tection money to the police, the man who 
patronises a gambling house develops a criminal 
complex. He knows he is doing something that 

forbidden, and unconsciously develops a con- 
tempt for law and a sympathy with the criminal 
classes. Though he failed to use the illustration, 
Mr. Loesch might have found the perfect an- 
alogy in the effect of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment. Instead of making people sober it flooded 
the country with liquor. It made the bootlegger 
a romatic and envied figure. It added hi-jack- 
ing and kidnapping to the list of common 
crimes, and has popularised liquor drinking in 
all circles of the population. 

Now that repeal has removed the glamor of 
crime from those who thought it glamorous to 
lower rot-gut whiskey and bath-tub gin into 
their intestinal tracts, Mr. Loesch thinks that 
to remove the glamor of criminality from gamb- 
ling might make for a higher sense of law and 
order. 


I don't know whether Mr. Loesch is right or 
I have little more persona) knowledge of 
gambling than of liquor. My gambling is con- 
fined to the legalised forms and the occasional 
patronage of church raffles. But now that De 
Valera is seeking to turn the Free State into a 
republic and is shown to be using the profits of 
Irish Hospital Sweeps, not for hospital purposes 
but for financing his republican campaign, I'd 
like to see some courageous member of the 
Canadian Commons introduce a bill to permit 
the provinces, at their option, to hold sweep- 
stakes to finance public works at fair wages 

Senator A. D. McRae who comes from a city 
that has worked out a way of licensing Chinese 
gambling houses, by monthly police raids, pilot- 
ed through the Senate a bill to permit sweep- 
stakes. It was defeated in the House of Com- 
mons a couple of years ago 

Unemployment conditions since then have 
gone from bad to worse. Last week in Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta, men driven desperate for 
lack of relief sought to commit suicide. Many 
others are in desperate plight. 

The trouble is, of course, that cach M.P. is 
relieved from personal want by his $4,000 a year 
indemnity. In that respect he is not representa- 
tive of the great mass of the people. If a major- 
ity of the mmebers were as hard up as the 
majority of their constituents, they'd quickly 
support the holding of sweepstakes to finance 
employment.

Reducing Weight 


By DOCTOR FKANK McCOY 


By overweight is meant the accumulation 
of too much fat on the body, At one time, when 
food was scarce, the ability to store up fat was 
a big advantage to a man or woman who could 
call upon this reserve food supply in case of 
need.. In those days, the 
human frame put away fat 
as we now put money in the 
bank—it was a way of saving 
some of the extra food of to- 
day for a hungry tomorrow. 
The bear still follows a simi- 
lar program and puts on fat 
all summer so he can live 
without eating in winter. 

However, man next learned 
how to provide a regular food 
supply and food is now so 
abundant that most people actually can get 
their hands on something eo eat when they 
want it. It is no longer necessary to store 
away food on the body in the form of fat, and 
today the accumulation of a great deal of fat 
is no longer a help: it becomes a hindrance. 
Only a few people ever make any money out 
of being fat and they are the ones who are 
able to become so fat they are frakish. For 
the great majority of people, fat is not desir- 
able and may be harmful. 

In deciding if your overweight is suffiiciient 
to prove harmful to your health, it is neces- 
sary to consider each individual case separ- 
ately. A person who is of a chunky, solid 
build should weigh more than a person of the 
same height who is small-boned and of a 
slender build. The average weight tables only 
tell you about what you should weigh—they 
do not give the best weight for yuor particular 
type of body. As a general rule, if you weigh 
from te nto fifteen pounds over the average as 
given for your height at age 2), you could not 
be considered seriously overweight. 

I mention this point because I receive so 
many letters from young women who enclose 
snapshots showing them to possess normal fig- 
ures with attractive curves, who insist that they 
need to reduce because some weight table says 
they are ten pounds too heavy. As a matter of 
fact, life insurance tables tell us that to be 
slightly overweight before the age of 30, is an 
advantage and I would advise these young 
ladies not to worry over a few pounds. 

The patient who is too much overweight 
and would benefit from a sincere effort to re- 
duce has the following signs: he is conscious 
of being too heavy when he walks, he puffs on 
going upstairs, his feet hurt, he has occasional 
headaches, he feels sluggish, his weight is 
steadily increasing so that his clothes no longer 
fit, and the scales show that he is carrying 
around far too many pounds, 

If you are too heavy you want to reduce, 
partly to improve your health and partly to 
gain a more attractive figure. You may become 
alarmed upon reading life insurance figures 
which tell you that the bigger your waist line 
the shorter your life line. You read a little 
farther and find out that if you want to live 
long and keep well after the age of 30, it is 
better to be a little underweight. You learn 
that those who are overweight are predisposed 
to chronic disease of middle age which shorten 
life, such as high blood pressure, hardening 
of the arteries, and diabetes that pneumonia 
is much harder on fat people than on thin, that 
fallen arches and other painful foot troubles 
are harder to correct when the patient is over- 
weight. In addition, there is a strong psycho- 
logical urge to reduce your weight closer to 
normal, so that you will look more like every- 
one else. 

Perhaps you have tried to lose weight be- 
fore and have failed, or perhaps you succeeded 
in losing, but the pounds came back. What you 
are most interested in is a way to reduce that 
is perfectly safe, without the use of injurious 
and expensive reducing preparations. In to- 
morrow’s article I will outline a safe and 
sensible way to reduce which will answer your 
questions as how best to lose weight.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mirs. I. writes: “I have had 
erysipelas for some time. Have tried all sorts of 
remedies without much results. Seems to die 
down and then flare up again. Is this a blood 
disease?” 

ANSWER: There is a definite bacteria associ- 
ated with erysipelas so that it may be termed 
a skin disease. The activity of this bacteria 
however depends a good deal upon the condi- 
tion of your blood and your circulation. I have 
never observed a case of erysipelas that could 
not be entirely cured through dietetic treat- 
ment even when local applications were not 
used to kill the bacteria, although such local 
treatments could not be harmful and would 
probably hasten recovery.

On This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1907 there 
passed Hon. J. Israel Tarte, 
editor of La Patrie, and one of 
the most remarkable char- 
acters in our political history 
For many years editor of Le- 
Canadien he was a power in 
Quebec politics, a leader of the 
Conservatives until, for some 
reason he decided that it would 
be good policy to expose some 
of the corruption that was then 
prevalent in Quebec. His dis- 
like of Hector Langevin, his 
affection for Chapleau, per- 
haps a desire to become a nat- 
ional figure himself—who can 
tell what animated him when 


he launched his bombshells? 
But (as J. W. Dafoe, once 
wrote) “he overestimated his 


power. The whole strength of 
the government at Ottawa was 
at once concentrated on keep- 
ing the lid on that smouldering 
cauldron of stench and rotten- 
ness, the system of practical 
politics of that day. The Con- 
servative chiefs tried to sup- 
press Tarte and he refused to 
be suppressed—there was not a 
drop of coward’s blood in his 
veins. Then they set to work 
to destroy him. He cought a 
refuge—and he found it in 
parliament, to which he was 
elected in 1891 as an indepen- 
dent as the result of an 
arrangement with Laurier. As 
he used to say, “it was a case 
of parliament or jail for him”. 

Once elected Tarte became 
a power. He uncovered the 
stinking mess; he forced the 
prosecution of some of the 
boodlers; he compelled the re- 
tirement of Langevin; and he 
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CRITICISES COMPENSATION 
BOARD 

Editor Bulletin:—Upon the 
Statute Books of this province 
the Workmen's Compen- 
sation Act, presumably placed 
there for the protection of 
workmen who injured 
in industry. The way in which 
I have seen it administered by 
the Board appointed pretty 
well convinces me that it fails 
lamentably to accomplish its 
purpose. However, my exper- 
ience of the Act's administrat- 
ion is confined mainly to mine 
workers and so I do not at this 
moment feel justified in de- 
claring that the Board treats 
all industrial casualties in the 
callous manner that it does 
coal miners. But I do crave 
for enlighenment in this re- 
gard and beg the privilege of, 
through your columns, seeking 
the knowledge ‘that I at pres- 
ent lack. 

Have any of your readers, I 
wonder, suffered treatment in 
any way comparable to that 
endured by a man who meas- 
ured up to the standard re- 
quired of a peace-time soldier 
and passed several rigorous 
medical examinations by doc- 
tors of various nationalities be- 
fore he was permitted to enter 
Canada. Who, further, during 
his residence in this country, 
qualified for an accident policy 
in an insurance company, for 
membership in a benefit 
society and for years followed 
the occupation of coal miner. 
This man, as the result of a 
mine prop falling on his head, 
is almost totally blind, but the 
Board refuses to pay him any 
compensation. 

Another case is that 
man injured at Alexo, When 
4“ rock dump was rotating a 
heavy steel rail struck him be- 
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became, what he had aimed at, 
a national figure. It was he 
who was chiefly responsible 
for the Liberal victory in 1896. 
He told the organizers: “You 
look after the other provinces; 
I'll look after Quebec.” And 
he did! The people of Quebec 
voted for Laurier, despite the 
denunciations of the bishops, 
and although Tarte was per- 
sonally defeated a seat had to 
be found for him, because he 
had the right to demand a seat 
in the cabinet. That seat was 
that occupied for so many 
years by Langevin — public 
works. For a time all went 
well, but in 1902 the king 
maker decided he could be- 
come king himself. Laurier 
was in Europe, a very sick 
man, and Tarte thought he 
would never come bcak alive; 
but he did. Tarte lost the 
game; his bluff was called and 
he was literally fired from the 
cabinet. He resigned, but that 
word should have read “dis- 
missed”. Laurier held office 
for nine years after Tarte’s 
dismissal; he outlived the 
rebel by twelve years. Tarte 
temporized for a while with 
the Tories but eventually saw 
that Laurier was too powerful 
and in his later years devoted 
himself to his newspaper. He 
must ever live in Canadian 
history, one of the strangest 
figures on our political stage, 
one that must be reckoned 
with, a man who, had he more 
self-control, might have ree 
mained to the end of the 
Laurier regime that which he 
was at the beginning, “the 
power behind the throne”. 


tween the legs, inflicting in- 
juries which it is better not to 
mention in your columns. 
While undergoing treatment he 
was at one time cut off come 
pensation for eighteen weeks, 
in spite of the fact that he had 
a wife and family dependent 
on him. A Calgary doctor told 
me that this man’s injuries 
were permanent and stated 
that the case was one of the 
most distressing in his exper- 
ience. Nevertheless, this crip- 
ple hobless around today with 
no compensation. 

The Board seems to treat 
every disabled man as a 
malingerer, as part of a general 
policy pursued in order that it 
may escape from its obli- 
gations. n 

Discoveries which savor of 
the miraculous are attributed 
by the Board to its medical 
advisers. A good example of 
the advance made by this 
branch of medical science is 
seen in the case of a man at 
Coleman, Doubtless at its wits 
ends to find some excuse for 
refusing to pay compensation, 
the Board, years after the 
accident, and while the man 
was yet suffering from its 
effects, “discovered” that the 
disability was due to a pre- 
existing condition, It ignored 
the fact that before the acei- 
dent the man was capable of 
carning big wages as a miner, 
but was unable to do labor- 
jous work of any nature. 

When the Board cannot find 
even the weakest excuse for 
refusing compensation, then it 
withholds payment as long as 
possible. A man at Blairmore 
who has been totally disabled 
for nearly four years, had 
fifteen months compensation 
owing him. It was not until a 
few days ago that the Board

affected the minds of men, the out- | 


look of nations and the course of 
civilization itself. Then came in 
Europe the tragedy of Versailles, 
the utter and absurd futilities of 
conference after conference, the 
forming of new nationals and new 
national boundaries, the destruc- 
tion of old dynasties, the disap- 
pearance of parliaments, the sweep- 
ing surge of nationalism throughout 
the world, the erection of tariff bar- 
riers, the highest in history between 
nations, the mockeries of Locarno 
and Geneva, Brussels and London, 
the soul of the world crying out 
for peace, and nation after nation 
snarling at each other almost in 
the ugly vocabulary of war 

And now fifteen years have pas- 
sed. Another generation of youth 
have grown to manhood and to 
womanhood. Theirs is to be the 
burden and the sponsibility of 
the years ahead. To them there 
sounds a clarion call for great ser- 
vice, great endeavor, this way for 
Canada, 
LEGACY OF BLUNDERING 


Theirs has been a legacy from the 
blunderings of previous years, of 
mountainous debts, squandered re- 
sources and a distorted economic 
order. When all the accumulated 
sense of mankind can only produce 
economic madness, there is an im- 
perative call to the youth of Canada 
to help restore economic sanity in 
this storm-tossed world 

Let us look at our problems in 
Canada today and see what the task 
is that lies ahead. 

Let us first of all get the back- 
ground, Let us glimpse that decade 
of almost unprecedented prosperity 
which came to an end in 1929 on 
the North American continent. The 
progress of those ten years in in- 
dustry and business had no parallel 
in history 

There was an unprecedented rise 
in market values based upon a be- 
lief that an unlimited period of 
trade progress lay before us. 
LIVING STANDARDS 
The standard of living rose to 
levels undreamed of a few years ago 
with shorter hours, better wages 
and better working conditions. 
Trade expanded; commerce flour- 
ished; school attendance increased 
and universities were taxed to over- 
flowing. 

Science and industry combining 
had proved the ability of men to 
produce and shape from the 
wealth of the world’s natural re- 
sources an abundance of al] that 
was necessary to make the con- 
tentment of the human family 
complete. Money poured out 
freely for the development of in- 
dustry, water was harnessed into 
power for giant undertakings, 
buildings grew taller, steamships 
like modern floating palaces pro- 
vided a comfort in travel that 
would have satisfied the kings of 
France before the revolution, 

Governments carried along on the 
crest of the tide embarked upon un- 
dertakings far beyond their capac- 
ity, encouraged research and estab- 
lished measures of social reform 
which had been dreamed of for 
generations but not dared before, It 
was the age of power of prosperity 
of luxury but the great development 
and all the time our schools, our 
colleges, our universities were turn- 
ing their youth in thousands out 
into a world that then was glowing 
with hope 


THEN CAME CRASH 


Then came the crash. The price | 
of metals collapsed. Mines ceased | 
operation, The price of wheat wens | 
down despite wheat pools and gov- | 


ernment support. The value of 
lumber almost disappeared, The 
wheels of industry almost ceased to 
turn. Thirty million workers lost 
their means of earning a lievlihood. 

Domestic and foreign trade de- 
clined in every country, national 
revenues dwindled although the 
demand for national expenditures 
increased. Confidence was chang- 
ed into doubt and optimism was 
converted into gloom and youth 
found itself facing a hard, cruel, 
disturbed and distracted world. 
Despite all the marvellous de- 
velopments of science the genius 
of mankind could not even find 
work for its people. 

The new generation found that 
the opportunities of life had been 
largely destroyed. The spirit of the 
time was described in the words of

“Long and long ago.” 


And the youth of today will once 
again have to make the 
ascent from the depths. A new issue 
now emerges which threatens every 
right and privilege which the nor- 
mal individual holds dear. It will 
only be the young men and women, 
of today who will see the complete 
routing of these malign forces 
which have descended upon the 
minds of men. 


IN DAY OF VICTORY 

But in the day of victory, when 
the cause of liberty will be made 
safe for the world, they, looking 
backward, may rejoice that, by the 
challenge of today, they learned 
that the liberties bequeathed to 
them by their fathers 
fighting for. 


Those who glibly prate demo- 
cracy is dead and that the contro! 
of the world rests between Fas- 
cism and Communism—reckon 
without the marching hosts of 
men who were born free who 
shall “freeman stand and free- 
men failed and who aré deter- 
mined to pass on the priceless 
heritage of their freedom to the 
generations to come.

saw fit to disgorge some of 
this. 

The way in which the Board 
cuts down compensation of 
totally disabled men is also 
outrageous Another man in 
this category, who, on Sept 
30th, 1930, fell 150 feet down 
a chute with a 25 degree pitch 
and severely smashed his leg, 
received full compensation for 
some time This has been, 
contrary to the provisions ot 
the Act, gradually reduced un- 
til $3 a month is the amount 
he is supposed to exist on. This 
case also indicates how the 
Board, probably because of 
ignorance with regard to work- 
ing conditions in and around 
mines incorrectly estimate 
the extent of a man’s recovery 
and his ability to work 

Over a year ago this man 
was declared fit. He was given 
the lightest job at the tine, 
but the manager, quickly ob 
erving that he was unable, t 
do it, sent him home Now 
again, although he still walk 
only with the aid of a stick, he 
is said to be able t ig va! 
Just imagine trying to work in 
a pitching seam with a stick in 
one hand and a pneumatk 
pick in the other
